“ But the pnblicatioR of most celelirity, says Judge Minol, 
w a s * fiainpbk't, entitled, ‘ T he Monster of M onsters;’ 
being a witty, sarcastic, and pointeil caricature of those 
members of tlie two Houses who were nialerially concerned 
in advancing or opposing the bill, niidcr the fiction of two 
assemblies of ladies, among wboiii the inoiiiter in question 
was introduced.” 


“ W hen the General Court met the House of Represen­ 
tatives resolved ih.,t this pamphlet was a false and scan­ 
dalous libel, reflecting epoii the proceedings of that House 
in general, and on many worthy ineiidicrs in particular, in 
breach of the privileges thereof, and ordered it to be burnt 
by the hands of theconimon hangmaii. It was then resolv­ 
ed, tliat.Daniel ’"uwle, the printer, should be lakin into 
custody, who, 
..er exaininatimi, was coiiuiiitted to the 
coniMion gaol 
’’.oslon, 
Joseph Russell, liia apprentice, 
Zacliariaii Fowie, a p u n te-, and Royal Tyler, the sup- 
posed author, were also taken into custodv. 
ftir Tyler, 
when brought liefoie the House, moved for counsel, which 
WHS refused i and upon bis declining to reply furtiier than 
that be was not obliged to accuse himself, he was ordered 
to reniaiii ill custody, and ivillioul bail. 
The next day, 
the House resolved, that Daniel Fovvle was concerned in 
pnhlisliing the pamphlet, and the day alter, Mr Tyler, 
pleading the distressed circumslances of Ids family, was 
permitted lo return to if, upon hia giving his tvord of hon­ 
or to the House, tl at he would be (oi tlicomiiig. 
After 
being confined in gaol for five days, Mr Fovvle was 
brought before the House, reprimanded for publishing the 
liliei, and ordered to le discliurged iipuii bis paying 
costs.” 


T h e constitution o f 1780, for the purpose o f continu­ 
ing tho w heels o f goveintiient in motion, upon the prin­ 
ciples recognised and adopted in that iVame of govern­ 
m ent— that the people o f this com m onw ealth are con­ 
trollable by no other laws than those to which their 
constitutional 
representative body 
have given their 
assent, has the following provision in article tìth of the 
6th chapter: — 


“ Ail laws which have heretofore been adopted, u»ed 
and approved in the province, cwlony, or state of Matia- 
chusetts Bay, and u sually practiced on in ilie courts o f 
law, shall stilt remain and lie in force, until altered or re­ 
pealed liy the legislatMie; such part? only excepted as arc 
repugnant to tile rights and liberties contained in that 
cuiisiitulioii.” 


In this provision, th e generation o f 1780, only fol­ 
lowed up thè principles o f their fathers, o f being gov- 
•rtied by a well defined, well know n, la w ,— well 
known by being u s u a l l y p r a c tis e d on in the C o u r t * 
OF LAW. 
H idden com m on law , and obsolete statole 
law, received no vitality from this clauso of tho consti­ 
tution; on the contrary it struck them with death; placed 
them beyond the pow er o f resusitation, except by the 
touch o f Che legislative w and, yet both the cases named 
above and cited by Judge T h ach er, were cases not ol 
libel, but o f Parliam entary contem pt— breaches o f leg­ 
islative privileges— not punished as libels, but as con­ 
tempts— not under any existing law against libels,nor be­ 
fore ‘‘the courts of la w ,” but under the arbitrary vote of 
tha G eneral Court in its character ofn privileged legislative 
assembly. T h e consiifution continues in force ceitain laws 
that w e r e u s u a l l y p r a c tis e d u p o n in the C o u r ts o f 
la w . Tt> prove that the English com m on law libel law vva* 
usually practised on in the i ’ourls o f law in this prov­ 
ince previous to tho adoption of the constitution o f 1780, 
Judge T h a c h e r cites tw o arbitrary voles u*" two legisla­ 
tive assemblies. 'I bis is stretching precedent indeed— it 
is india rublier, gum elastic law. 
Did he not Know 
that these have no bearing upon the case i 
Did he not 
know the dift’erence betw een tlie lieneral C ourt, the 
legislative body and a court of law , that the first made, 
and the last expounded the law ? 
Did this disio jenu- 
ous mode o f investigating a legal question, arise from 
mental or mural obliquity? 
VVbuiever tho m otiw , 
these p re c ed e n ts have no bearing on the case, and 
would probably never have seen llie light in this case, 
had any better evidence existed, llait the English com­ 
mon law liliel law w as 
in force in the province, 
and ‘‘usua ly practiced on in the courts ol la w ,” in 
1780. 


H aving thus disposed of this irrelevant m atter, lugged 
into a question on which it has no bearing and can have 
no other influence, w hatever the design in introriucing 
it, than to bewilder and confuse, I will proceed to d ie 
the further and only proof ¡»rorluced by Judge T h icber. 
to show tho existence o f the English common law' libel 
law , or as he has christened it, M a s s a c h u s e tis com­ 
mon law libel law , and that it w as “ usually practiced 
on in the courts of law ” prior to 17SÜ. 
lie sa y s—

the admiuist ation ol S ir Francis Ucriiiid.—‘While il;e 
Assembly was silting, a most nlmaive piece against the 
Governor was iiiblis-hed in llie Bo-toii (Jazetle.

Cuimcil took notice of it, and advired the (»overnor to lay 
it before the tw o house* by a nuisage. 
'rio- tjouiicil, in

'1 be House was of opinion, that, as no paili- 
Ctiiar person, jiubli, or private, vva? named, it could not 
aflect the Maj«;siy of the K ing, the «lignity of the goveiii- 
Hient, U»e honor of itie general court, iior the irne interest 
ol tho pro' nice; and that it w as n o t p ro p er to take any 
notice of it.* 


Tlie Superior Court was held sivon after in the County 
of Siifl’olk. 
‘'I'i’.c I'liicf Justice, ill bis charge lo the grand 
jury, mentioned this liiicl a sa n ofl'ciice, of vvliich, niil«-«» 
they departed from their (j íiíIis , they c<iidd not avoid niak- 
iiig preseotiiient. 'i’he Attorney lieneral l.iid a hill before 
them, upon m Iiíc Ii tliey reiurned “ igooian us,” and iliiis, 
say* the historian, gave a ^ilпet(Ol) to libi !.s, which multi­ 
plied more than evt r . ’— 3 Hutch. Hi.-t. 186. 


‘In a port ol iluiir answer, tlie House say, »liould ibe pro­ 
per bouiida of it (the libt riy of the pie.sa,) at any liiiie, I e 
tran.sgressed.to the piejmhcc of individuals, or the puiiiic, 
it i* their opinion, at pie.-cni, that provision is already 
made lor the puni»luiicnt of ofleinleis ii* the common 
co u rse o f the fow .’— Muts. Slate l’ape; s 119. 
In a letter sent by the Council of the Province to Wil- 
liani Bollan, Iv<|. the Agcmt in England, dated Oct. 30,

But ibe Grand Jury, at a substijuent jvoriod, w tre more 
ready to find bilt.s for this olTcnce. 
‘ At the S tipcn-r 
Court for the CoiiiUy of Befldlk, in 1769, Hie G iand Jury 
fimnd hills of indiciiiicnt against S ir Francis Be: riard, 
then Governor of the Province, tliough ubsciu with leave, 
PkomHS G age, Krq. the (’oiuinander-iii-Chief of all hi' 
Muje.iv’s forces -"I ;,’io Continent, the fir* Commissioners 


llieuiselves, or mnployed soo.c other ¡awy. r n .Knovvii, and 
presented them to tho Court.’~ 3 llnteh: Hii,t. p. 262. 


Tim historian enys, ihat ‘ the Court thought it advisa^ 
ore jo ta ke no notice o f this irreg u la r, w a n to n , pro 
ceedtng."*

Let us exam ine the first o f these cases. 
It is gravely 
cited to prove that the comm on law libel law was 
“ usually practised on in Ihe courts o f law ” in this 
provinco. 
An abii.sive peice, it seems, was {luldKhed h- 
gainsl (lovernor Bernard. Did he apply to the coorfs for 
redress under the English comm on law lilml law , which 
he probably would have done, if it had existed and 
been usually practised on in the courts of law ? 
No, be 
complained to the legislative body, for a sum m ary, 
punishment, like that for a contem pt, and similar to 
that inflicted on I ranklin, tlie Fowles and 'Pyler. 
But 
vyliat did that body say to him ?— 'Phat sutlicieiit provi- 
smn was made for the punishment ol oflcnders m the 
C o m m o n course o f la w , n o t in the course o f C o m - 
MON /rtui— the Judge seems not to have been awuro 
of this distinction. 
\ \ bat w a s “ the com m on cuurse of 
law ? 
l o prosecute the libeller before a justice of llm 
Pence, and have him fined tw enty sliiilings, in con- 
Krrnity with the statute o f 1692, which I have before 
quoted. 


I h e buprem e Court, not liking tliis deci.sion, and 
being appointed by, and the mere creatures of, the 
governor and crow n— tools like some o f iheirsucces>'ur.4 
of tyranny and arbitrary power, attempted to stir up a 
prosecution against the printer— became, as it were, 
accusers in a case on wliich they were to sit us ju d g e s , 
an infamous precedent, and yet, gentlemen, it lias a 
recent imitator; and r/irccltrf the G rand Ju ry , a para­ 
mount branch of tho judiciary, to find, n o t the law, but 
a bill ot indictment. 
I b e A ltorm y General of ibul 
day, like som e of more modern times, a tool of the 
court— itself the tool o f a governor, a mere creature of 
the crown, drew a bill. 
But, wliat, .said the Jury, that 
superior pow er— the patriot Jury o f the revolution ? 
T h e y , unlike you, gentlemen, re tu r n e d “ ignorauiua” 
— that is, they knew o f no such ciim e existing in law 
as was alleged liy the prosecuting attorney, to have 
b.-en commiltcd — none suck existed— and though you. 
genticmen, may bavo prot'cti yourselves to be equally 
“ ignoram us,” it was doubiless unintentional, and you 
liuve I ot m ade a fotmal r e ln /r t to tliat eflect. 
H ere 
then, the first case before a court o f law , cited by 
Judge T h ach er, to prove that the common law libel law 
was usually practised on in the courts of law in this 
province, proves just the reverse. 
'I'be jury, the grand 
inque.st of the country, having in the fir.-t itblancu the 
sole power to decide, as late as 1768, w ere ignorant of 
tho existence ol any such law'— they could not bav«! 
been ignorant of tho publicalion complained of, but 
were ignorant of the existence ill the jaoviiice o f any 
law , making that publicalion an indicluble ofience. 
It seems lurtber, that some of tb»‘ executive council 
o f the provinee w ere o f op in io n fliat the Attorney 
General might draw indictmerits for litn I— and tins 
opinion of some of tho council o f w hat m ig h t be done, 
is gravely cited by Judge T h ach er to prove that the 
English com m on law libel law w a s actually and usu.il- 
ly priicti.sed on in the couil.s o f law , in this province. 
'I'hu tipmioii of some o f the couin ii that tlio Attorney 
General m ig h t legally do u certain act, i.s cited by 
Judge ‘'rhucber as proof that the courts o f law , did 
actually do a very dillerent thing. 


1 now com e, gentlemen, to the last case cited by 
Judge 'ГЬасЬег. 
In 1769, the grand jury, after in vain 
directing the Attorney G eneral to draw bill.s of indict­ 
ment against governor Bernard for a libel, drew them, 
themselves, and the court refused (o take notice of this 
irregular and wanton proceeding. 
H ow irregular— and 
w'unlon ? Because there was no law for it, arnl the 
court refused to take notice of an alleged crime when 
no law exm tod making the act a crime, and particularly 
if Iheir patron and master wore to be Iricd. 
T h e court 
of law belure which the case cam e, ref'i.sed to rocog- 
nizo it as legal; and yet Judge T h ach er cites it lo prove 
that the court did I.ike cognizance of it, and usually 
practise on it ! Com m ent I'li llii.s kind of legal and ju­ 
dicial logic, would he but to waste words. 
W'liatevcr 
may have been its ialluence in producing your verdict, 
men of 8en>e «irdinarily will scout it. 
Let US now , gentlemen, turn to other proofs— to proofs 
tliat our uncestor.s did not bring vvilb tliein the liriiisli 
common law — they brought with them no law , except 
ttn.ir charters, and tfie right wlii< h God and those cliarlera 
gave tliem, ol making their ow'u laws. 
'I’lie provincial assemliiy in their answ er to the speech 
of governor Ik rn a rd , (Jet. 25, 1765, say— 


“ Furthermore, your Excellency telU us, that the right 
of the I'm li tineiil to make laws for the co|o des г е т а т ч , 
¡ndispuia!)le in it'estm in ster; vviliioul ((ottindiiig this 
point, vvi! lieg leave jiisl t'> observe, that iloi ih a rte r o f 
this province, invesis the G e n e r a l AssEMHbV w ith 
the p o w er o f m aking law s f u r its in tern a l govern- 
mcnt and tax itiun; and that this charter has n ever yet 
been fo r fe ite d . 
Tho I’aili.iinnu has a rig! t to make all 
laws vviiltinihe lindl of Uieir mva coiistitution; they claim 
no more.”

“ Tlic riglu of the colotiiea to make 
their ow n law* and tax tliemselvrs^ has been never, th.it 
we know of, questioned; but has been constantly recog­ 
n ize d by the K in g and P a r lia m e n t.” 


O n the 29th of (Jet., 1765, the as.scmbly passed a 
eerios o f re.solntions, asserting their sole arul exclusive 
right to m ake their ow'n kivvs, for their internal govern­ 
m ent and taxation, from which 1 extract ibo follow­ 
in g :— 


“ Resolv 'd, T hat no man can ju.'tly take llie projieily 
of anotlur without bis consent,” &c. 


“ Resolved, Tiiat the iiiliabilaiits of ihis province are

Dr. FianUlin, also bears testimony to tho fact, that 
tha coloiiie.s bad the solo right to legislate in regaid lo 
their own internal ofl'aiis.
